preached the~ gospel unto you 
with the Holy Ghost sent down from 
beaven,” (1 Peter 1:12), is Peter’s 
simple story of the apostolic method. 
And the words direct our thoughts to 
the Spirit, not as instrumental, but 
as inspiring. The true preacher does 
not use the Spirit, but he is used by 
the Spirit. He speaks as one moving 
in the element and atmosphere of the 
Holy Ghost, and mastered by His di- 
vine power. 


In this fact the sermon differs im- 
measurably from the speech, and the 
preacher from the orator. How dis- 
tinctly Paul emphasizes this contrast 
in nis letter to the Corinthians (1 Cor. 
2:4). The Sole substance of his 
preaching he declares to be “Jesus 
Christ and him crucified,” and the 
sole inspiration of his preaching, the 
Holy Ghost—‘And my speech was not 
with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit and 
power.” Some one has asked the 
question, “What did good Philip Hen- 
ry mean by his resolve to preach

Another week has rolled into eter- 
nity. Indeed -the weeks roll by so 
rapidly that one.is almost dazed at 
the speed. The messages are going 
thick and fast, but do not reach as far 
as we desire.. Seventy-five thousand 
is no small number, and yet_it is 
small in comparison to the multitudes 
we would like to reach. 

The subject tonight is intended to 
honor the Spirit in His high position 
in the world in leading men to Christ 
as well as to comfort and cheer those 
who have already found Him precious 
to their souls. How the Holy Spirit 
works is unknown by the masses, and 
probably very few who profess the 
Christian faith understand His mys- 
terious working. It has been wisely 
said, “He works in mysterious ways, 
His wonders to perform.” 

A story is told of “the governor of 
a province in the (far away) Malay 
Peninsula” that helps to illustrate the 
work. of the Spirit with those who 
are wholly unacquainted with the God 
of the Bible. 


The governor and his wife were 
mending some of their broken idols 
one. day, when he suddenly stopped 
and called her attention to the won- 
derful character of the human hand, 
capable of making so many things. He 
said that his hand was a greater thing 
than those lifeless images they were 
mending. Then he declared that hu- 
man. beings, intelligent. ahd creative, 
were greater than these pieces of 
wood ané stone that they shaped in- 
to images and worshipped. “How ab- 
surd it is for us to worship these dead 
things, as if they could do anything 
for us!” he exclaimed. His wife a- 
greed with him, saying that she had 
eften thought the same thing. 

They decided that they would wor- 
ship these creatures of their own 
hands no longer, but would destroy 
them. This they did, and returned to 
the empty room from which they had 
taken the idols, wondering what they 
would worship now. The governor 
said to his wife: “There must be a 
Being greater than man, who made 
man arid the earth and the stars. We 
will worship Him, the, greatest Being 
in the universe.” For thirty years they 
had been going together into that 
room to bow before their God, “feeling 
after him, if haply they might find 


Christ crucified in a crucified style?” 
I guess much more than he thought 
or knew. “He shall testify of me,” 
was Jesus’: saying concerning the 
promised Holy Ghost. The Comforter 
bears witness to the crucified Lord. 
No other theme in the pulpit can be 
so sure of commanding His co-opera- 
tion. Philosophy, poetry, art, litera- 
ture, sociology, ethics. and history are 
attractive ‘subjects to many minds, 
and they who handle such themes in 
the pulpit may set them forth with 
alluring words of human genius; but 
their is no certainty that the Holy 
Ghost will accompany their presenta- 
tion with His divine attestation. 
The preaching of the Cross; in 
chastened simplicity of speech, has the 
demonstration of the Spirit pledged to 
it, as no secular, or moral, or even 
formal religious discourse has. Ana 
when Paul writes to the Thessalon 
ians that “Our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, hyt also in\power 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance” 1 Thes. 1:5), we need 
cnly to be reminded that “our gospel” 
meant but one thing to Paul, the set- 
ting forth of Jesus Christ crucified in 
the midst of the people, and we have 
found the secret of evangelizing pow- 
er. Ought it not therefore to be the 














him,” as the Apostle Paul said to the 
Athenians. 

But they needed more_ light and 
anxiously hoped for it day after day; 
and year after year. At last the: 
governor heard of a man in his prov- 
ince who--was selling a book. A sud- 
den thrill of confidence came into his 
heart that this book was what he had 
waited for so long. In eager haste he. 
sent for the’man and asked about the 
book. The man said: “This is the 
book’ that tells- about the greatest 

ng in the universe.” With trembl- 
ng hands the governor took it. It 
‘was a copy of the Christian Scriptures, 
translated into his own language. The 
governor and his wife read the won- 
derful book from beginning to end. 

As he read the Old Testament, he 
said, the picturew seemed very famil- 
iar, for they were just the pictures of 
the life in his country. When they 
came to Paul’s sermon to the Athen- 
ians on Mars Hill, where he spoke of 
the people worshipping the “Unknown 
God,” he said: “Wife, we have been 
living in Athens for thirty years!” 
Through this Word of God alone, 
without a human voice to help them, 
taught by the Holy Spirit of truth, 
they came to know the true God and 
Jesus Christ whom He has sent.—Sel. 

Since the Holy Spirit can do all of 
that with those poor benighted idol 
worshippers, He can do similar things 
in the thousands of dark corners of 
the earth. How often have we prayed, 
“Oh, Thou great silent Teacher, 
preach thine own everlasting gospel.” 
And doubtless this prayer has been 
answered in thousands of- instances. 


supreme question with the preacher, 
what themes can assuredly commend 
the witness of the Holy Spirit, rather 
than what topics will enlist the at- 
tention of the people? Let us set the 
popular preacher and the apostolic 
preacher side by side, and consider 
whose reward we would choose, uni- 
versal admiration or “God also bear 
ing witness, both with signs and won- 
ers and.with divers miracles, and 
gifts of the Holy Ghost, according to 
his will” (Heb. 2:4)—the sermon 
greeted with applavs» and the clap- 
ping of hands, or “the word received 
with joy of the Holy Ghost” (1 Thee 
1:6)? admiration of the preacher 
possessing all who listen to the dis- 
course, or “the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word” (Acts 
10:44)? Language cannot express the 
vital moment of the quéstion which 
we are discussing.

And the 
decline has been caused more or less 
by an ignoring of the Holy Spirit as 
the supreme inspirer of preaching. 
People wish to see a great orator in 
the pulpit, forgetting that the least ex- 
pounder of the Word, when filled with 
the Holy Ghost, is greater than he.

truth of the gospel and the importance 
of salvation. 

Not only do the preachers need the 
power of the Holy Ghost to accompany 
them in their ministry, but all ‘the 
members and workers must have Him 
to be of any vital service to the Mas 
ter. And there must be deeper spirit- 
uality by those who claim the Chris- 
t faith. And this may be obtain- 
by and through consecration and 
earnest prayer. 

Prayer is a most vital element in 
the worship of the Lord’s Church. 
“Lord, teach us how to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples.” Jesus com- 
plied iiterally with this request of His 
followers. As John could only give 
rules and rudiments, not yet hav 
come to the dispensation of grace al 
of the Spirit (for the Spirit was not 
given as He was later), so did Jesus 
give a form of prayer. But only when 
He reaches the eve of His passion, 
when He announces the coming of the 
Comforter, does He lead His disciples 
into the heart and mystery of the 
great theme, teaching them to pray as 
John could not have taught his dis- 
ciples. “Hitherto ye have asked - 
ing in my name,” said Jesus, in 
paschal discourse. But now that he 
was about to enter into His mediator- 
ial office at God’s 
send forth the Comforter intg tno 
midst of His disciples, this joyful 
privilege was to be accorded to Him: 
“Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name he will give it you.” 
(John 16:23.) 

What a throwing of heaven’s door 
open to the cail of God’s faithfui trust- 
ing children! The thought is not 
merely that of using the name of ‘Je- 
sus as a password, but of entering in- 
to His person and appropriating His 
will, so that when we pray it shall be 
as though Jesus Himself stood in 
God’s presence and made intercession. 
And not merely “as though,” but it is 
a literal fact. We become identified 
with Christ through the Spirit,-now 
sent down, and His will is wrought in 
us by the Holy Ghost, 90 that to ask 
what we desire of Him is to ask w 
He desires for us. Weare “in 5 
by His will, because inspired by His 
Spirit, who lives and breathes within 
us. ‘Therefore we may know that we 
are-always heard, since we arp in Him 
who can boldly say to the ther: “I 
know that thou hearest me always. 
It is Christ’s mediatorship with the 
Father, and the Holy Ghost’s media- 
torship with us, that gives us this 
high privilege of praying in the name 
of Jesus, as it is written: “For 
through him we both have access in 
cne Spirit unto the Father.” 

When therefore, under the fuller 
development of doctrine as found in 
the epistles we read of “praying al- 
ways with all prayer and supplicatior. 
in the Spirit (Eph. 6:18), and of 
praying in the Holy Ghost.” Jude 
20), it is simply an admonition to use 
our privilege of asking in the name 
of Jesus. For to be in the Spirit is 
to be in Christ, united to His person, 
identified with His will, invested with 
His righteousness, so that we are as 
He is before the Father. This is sure- 
ly not claiming more than is. ours 
through the atonement. Oh, I want 
us to get into a state of deeper spir- 
ituality, and draw very, very near to 
God and the likeness of Jesus Christ. 


In that fullest exposition of the 
doctrine of the Spirit, given in the 
eighth chapter of Romans, we see 
clearly that the ministry of the Spir- 
it consists in His effectuating in us 
that which Christ is accomplishing 
for us on the throne. Especially is 
this true of prayer. In the Epistle to 
the Hebrews we read: “Wherefore al- 
so he is able to save to the uttermost 
them that draw near to God through 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them.” (Heb. 7:25, R. 
Vv.) In the Epistle to the Romans we 
read: “And in like manner the Spir- 
it also helpeth our infirmity; for we 
know not how to pray as we ought, 
but the Spirit himself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered; and he that search- 
eth the hearts knoweth what is the 
mind of the Spirit, because he maketh

We heard 
of one pastor who told his people that 
if he were not right, they would have 
to obey him, for the Bible says, “Obey 
them that have the rule over you.” 
Heb. 13:17. But we find in Heb. 12: 
14, “Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord.” So we see that if a 
man has gone wrong, we are to,, fol- 
low holiness and not the man. We 
are to follow men only when they fol- 
low Christ and obey those who have 
the rule over us if they are obedient 
to Christ themselves. But, if they are 
not in line with the Bible, we are not 
to follow them. 

Suppose my overseer should tell me 
te steal, would Ihave to do it? Indeed 
not. If I did, I would be guilty of a 
crime. Beloved, let us rightly divide 
the word. 

We once knew of a poor woman 
whom we believe was a good Christian 
and she and her husband were Church 
of: God members. The wife seemed to 
be very spiritual and wanted to do 
good. She also had a good influence. 
She and her husband would hold meet- 
ings in their neighborhood but he had 
a jealous spirit. He wanted to lead 
the meetings himself and when an- 
other Church of God man or woman 
came in the community to hold meet- 
ings they would object and go some- 
where else. She always said that she 
would like to go and preach but her 
husband objected and the Bible says 
for a wife to obey her husband, but, 
beloved, if the wives obey their hus- 
bands in the wrong, it makes no dif- 
ference how much they may praise 
the Church of God, it is wounded by 
them.- May God help us to rightly di- 
vide the Word and not wound the 
great Church of God. The Bible says 
to prefer one another in honor. Good 
Lord, deliver us from the spirit of 
jealousy. 

We have other people who seem to 
be very spiritual and love the Church 
of God, but are very careless how they 


speak of some brother’s or sister’s
